Hat there 1s an America of Knowledge yet to be diſcover- 
EY cd, chicfly in the Celeſtial Kingdom, or Aſtrologit, 1s a 
Truth fo great and undeniable, that even the Sacred Oracle, 
themſelves aſſure us of 1s Verity. Day unto Day, and Night 
unto Night teacheth, &c. And there 1s a kind of Neceſſity that 
there ſhould be a Plus Ultra in Science, for the ſatisfaRion of 
the curiouſly inquiſitous that ſhall appear in Ages to come: 
Bur ſo prevalent 1s the Spirit of Ignorance, that the greater 
Part of Mankind rather Scyff at, then Admire the works of God'; 
Creation. © All People know there 1s a Moon, but few believe 
her Influence, although they daily feel it. Tis pitty the Com- 
monnefs of things truly Excellent, ſhould render them conten- 


ptible 3 yer ſuch 1s the Miſery unto which Hutnanity is obnoxi- | 


ous, that tt ever doth ſo. Bur alas! it's no Miracle at all, 
that the Dunghil Cock chuſes ro prefer a Barly-Corn before 
the moſt precious Jewel. 

The moſt Vulgar and Unthioking ſort of Men (faith the Mo- 
ral Philoſophzr) cannot chuſe bur elevate or advance their 
Minds to a Conſideration of Things excellent, provided they 
be Rare and Novel, but negle& them 1f barren of thoſe Qualt- 
ficarions. Bur as for thoſe things we every day meer or cx- 


perienc?. *l:houph of the higheſt Moment and Uſe, they are | 


' {ound 
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found rarely to affe& us, by reaſon of their ſ7equency, which 
ever abates our Wonder, 

And thus it comes to paſs, that thoſe glorious Bodies of 
the Sun and Moon are ſcarce ever remark'd by us, unleſs 
when in an Eclipſe : When as a Comet, New Star, Parelia, 
Rainbow, &c. appears in the Heavens, they fail nor to attract 
our Admiration to purpoſe. Thus alfo the Ebbing and Flow- 
ing of the Sea, by reaſon of its known and expe&ted coming 
every 12 Hours, ſe)dom raiſes our Confideration: bur 1f 
at any time a Tide extraordinary hap to ſalute us, or that it 
chance to Ebb and Flow twice or thrice in the ſame ſpace of 
Tine, we commonly deem it Ominozs, and expect ſomething 
wonderful to attend It. 

Now true Reaſon and Philoſophy confirm to us, Thar the 
Sun and Moon are more to be a in their ordinary, and 
orderly conſtant Progreſſes, in making Day and Night, diſtin- 
gutſhing the Seaſons of the Year, Critical Days, Climatter., 
&c. then in their Deliquiums, or being attended by Parsli.z; 
or Paraſelents, &c. And thar the Tides dancing conſtanrly 
after the Moon's Mation, being always at the higheit when 
ſhe is on the Meridian, or._full South, &c. are much more 
wonderful 1a themſelves, then the rapid Interruption of their 
common Courlc. 

Semblably, for my Demonſtration of fo ordinary a Trath

And of the great and prevail_ 
ing Power of the Moon, Phyſique, Agriculture, and all ſorts of 
Hubandry, Gardening, &c. ate moſt aſſured Evidence; and 
char by an Univerſal! Approvation and Allowance. 

r Hinry Moore, who Wrote moſt fiercely againſt A- 
ſtrology, yet acknowledges a Lunar Influence, and, that the 
Full Moon (wells certain things with Moiſture : which Eff: &, 
he ſays, is both ſex/zble, palpable, and v2aſonable, by vertue of 
her Proximity, and of the Reflextons of che Sun's Beams, 
which beitig bur of Moderate Pawer, melt the Air and Va- 
pours into an infinuating Liquidneſs, &+c. And he further 
affirms, from cerrain Experience, That the Flux and Reflux 
of the S24 depends upon the Corſe of the Moor ; and this (o 
cnſtant, that there can he no deceit in the matrer. And 
wo in the Grear Carteſius to prove, That the Ellipſes of the 
(#leſtial Matttr is flraitned by the Moon's Body, (or Ocbe) 
which makhe: the ther to flow more ſwiſt, &c. 

Now there are ſeveral Ingenious and Learned Men, readv 
exvugh to allow of a Lunar Influtnce, who, nevertheleſs will 
de apt ro argue , That we live in an 1/and, which hath ao 
manner of Correſpondency with the Continent, and therefore 
the prerence of our Prognoftique of Rain from the New and 
Fall Moon, is not to be allow'd. —-Bur alas ! as the Induftct- 
ous Goad ſaith, .This is but a meer Excuſe : For the New 
(and alſo the Fa) Moon bath the ſame Influence bere, and 
there, and all the World over, Obſervatis Obſervandis, in the 
prime Prodatt be ſure ; and alſo in its Conſequents according 
to the capacity of the Region, or Country, and Seaſox of the 
Ttar, And what more can Reaſon expe ? 

Well, but ſome curious and nice Critique may OvjeR fur- 
ther to us, If we allow of an Infuexce in the Moon, we muſt 
then alſo allow of the Art of Aftrologizt.— And what if we 
ſhould fo do ? Is there avy harm in that ? If we own thar 
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Moſes was learned in all the Arts of the Egyptians ; if 
we will own the Wiſdom of the Holy Facob in naming the 
twelve Patriarchs, his Sonsz nay, it we will own Seth's Pit. 
{ ir, ;, ----we muſt allow of the Syderal Science. And ſurely 
tits we may very lawfully do, without — Violence to 
tie Sacred Leave:, or to any of the Truths of Gop and Ny 
ture, or unto Reaſon itſelf. 

ut | defire to be plainly underſtood, when I ay we ma 
alloy of Aſtrology, I mean only of ſuch an Aſtrology that 
net aſham'd of 1ts Principles 3 of ſuch an Aſtrology as appears 
1» be Demonſtrative, ard Convincing ; that juſtly argueth 
froin the Cauſe to the Effet : For, I muſt rell you, I do not 
eſteem every idle, groundleſs, impudent Story or Fancy, 
broached under the Name or Colour of an Aſtral Prediftion, 
to be true and genuine Arology, any more then I believe e- 
very Mountebanh's Bill to be a laudable Phyſical Receiy 
Intereſt, not Art, governs the Pens of the Kneviſh Proguif 
citors : The French King, and, &C. ——_—_ ——— aft yet 4 
live; whom theſe Spurir nov vert filii Artys, Doom'd not 
only to Deach, but to a worſe place long fince. Albeit we 
:2ay,and oughr to eſteem well of the good Wine of this Scienc 
for *cis one thing to love theWine, and another to abominate 
the Dregs. Sober Mcau will diſtinguiſh between the Uſe and 
Abuſe of the 4rt ; and ler the Swiniſh Stav-P rophets that de- 
[ighr in ſuch Draff, (will and fill themſelves therewith ; and, 
| 5 Beaſts,as they are, wellow and row! 1n the Dirt and Mir; 
of their own Noyſee and Nefarious Conceits. 


And now we come to [peak fomewhat of our Lunay-Table 
in particular: Ic confiſts of XXI Years Obſervations, where- 
19 15 contained above 520 New and Full Moons: a very large 
Proof of this one Ste{lary Trath, Thar it commonly Rains on 
the very Day of the Lunation, or within the compaſs of the Tri- 
a4uum 1 viz. Three Days before or after it: And, 1n ſo great 
a number of Lunations, pray bow often doth it fail ? Why, 
ic faileth in $20 New and Full Moons, about xx times; 3. ?. 
Once in almoſt 3o times : 4 mighty matter ! eſpecially if we 
bur conſider the many contending Cauſes for contrary Wea- 
cher, r#va/ling It ar thoſe r1mes with the Lynetion, when it 1s 


ſuppos'd 
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ſuppos'd to fail : Befides, we are, and ought in Reaſon to de- 
mand ſome Grains of Allowance for General Conſtitutions, 
and alſo for Hot and Dry Seaſons: 1 ſay, Hot ana Dry Sea- 
ſons ! for of the xx Failures, Eleven of them (the greater 
half) happen in ſuch, as appears by the Diary. 

And if this be not enough to Eftabliſh our Metrorological 
Rule, or Apboriſm, T know not what can do it : This I am 
ſure of, there is no one Phyſica! TYuth can pretend to ſuch 
Exa&neſs, or boaſt of an equal Certatnty; Nay, we may 
further obſerve, That of thoſe 52 Novi-Pl ni-Luniums, It 
rained upon rae very Day of almoſt the one half of the Num- 
ltr. And thus may we fee that the Moor, as Mutable a Pla- 
ner as ſhe 1s, or appears to be 1n her various +bapes, YET IS gY- 
erally conſtant 1n her Inflaence. 

In the Year :6519 it is recorded by the Learned Kep'er, 
n his Diary, that 1t rainea Eight rimes on the very Day of 
the Novi-1unium, and as ofren on the Full Moon. And thac 
m the Years 1621, 1622, the Diary ſhews us the ſame Ex- 
periment. And, was it ſs i-d:ed ! pray rake but the Trids- 
zm in, (the Ground we go on) and tcl] me what 1t &id then? 
It cerrainly Rained every New and Fall A'con ; and proves 
the Rule that we endeavour ro Eftablith 

The Excellent Dr. Goad tclls us, Thar of 89 Fall Moons 
he found 75 of them Drippers, And, that of 85 Yuadrate 
Aſþ:fts, he met 91 of them with a wet Foot{tep, The Sqrares, 
vea Trizes, and Sextiles roo, are not without their ! ſfelts, 
and that in ſome reſpe&, ſemblable to the Conjuntion and Op- * 
poſition. But I have not yer examined that fully enough ro 
diſcourſe further thereon ar rhe preſent: And God knoivs 
whether my Life may be prolonged to a Date ſufficient for 
the Enquiry. The ſame worthy Man telis us, from his Sep- 
tennial Diary , That the Fill Moon in April always brings 
Rain; and that the N:*w and Full Moons in Anguit do the 
like. And this is moſt certain and true, if he meant within 
the compaſs of the Triduxm, as this our large Lunation-Table 
moſt fully Demonſtrates. 

Here, by the way, I muſt deſire my Readers to obſerve, 


| That Miſts and Snow being of the Family of Rain, and near- 
ly allied unto ir, owght to ſtand for, and be cfteemed as 
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Rain itſelf, ſeeing both are Humid Metters ; and for ſuch 1 
have adventured to ſer them down. Yet even thoſe hap 
bur very ſeldom in all our xxi Years, without their expected 
Partner, Rein, viz. not above 28 times in the fore-mention- 
ed 520 Lunatrons. 

Let now the Antagenift to this our ſo often experienced 
Aphoriſm, bur make Obſervation one Year, two, or three, and 
then contemplate ſeriouſly what he hath done; and tell me, 
whether inſtead of continuing in Oppoſi:ion to our Aﬀertian, 
he do nor find juſt reaſon to become of our Mind and Part), 
T am ccrtajn, none.but the haughry and obſtinate Man, upon 
ſuch Tryal,will refuſe ro fer his Hand avdSea! to our Pretence. 

Gaſſendus was, we own, a Man of Great Learning, and of 
good Exptrience in many things : Burt in this Matter he be- 
rrayed his great want of Patience, or Experience, when he 
ſcornfully degraded the poor Aſtrologer below the common 
Herd, in making the Prognoſtich from the Notes of Bird; 
and Beaſts to be more Infallible then his Prediffions : Where 
as theſe Natural Properties or Propenfions of the Inhabitants 
of the Field and Air, (as the Learned Goad well obſerves) 
thus invidiouſly commended, are not Predifions of any fu 
rure Effet, bur Natural Complaints of a preſent Sympton. 
Unhappy Enemy to Starry Truths ! and fo much blinded with 
Opinion, that he could not diſtinguiſh in ſo obvious a Caſe: 
But what wi!l not ſome Men adventure to write, (in excuſe 
of their 7gnor ance, eſpecially) rather then be thought nor 
ſay ſomerhing in Diſparagemenrt of Aſtrology, when preju 
dic'd, or prepofle(s'd againſt it.
